(Japan Mail) - 

The alarming news from Sateuma has, 
during the it fow days, engrossed the 
public attention to the almost entire exclu- 
sion of-every ocher subject.. The vagueness 
of the thousand and one reports published 
in the native press, and repeated at every 
corner, the impossibility of obtaining any 
reliable information-whatever, andthe my. 
stery with which every incident connected 
with the outbreak is enshrouded, supply 
‘matter for tho wildest conjectures, and give 
good cause for: the’ general uneasiness. 
There can be no: question, however, of the 
extreme perturbation of the Government, 
rendered the more. evident by: the. secrecy 
it endeavoura to preseryo with regard to 
the outbreak, while af the same time it 
cannot conceal the open measuras it is 
taking for ite-own. protection. . The tele- 
graph is jealously guarded, none butofficial 
mensavea being allowed to be transmitted. 
ea bodies of troops and of. policemen 
ate, being sent sonth as fast as steamers can 
be got ready to transport them. Ono of 
the finest vessels of the Japaness navy is 
ordered to take up her position at Shina- 
gawa, At all the Government :establish- 
ments the guards have been largely reln- 
forced... Most of the higher. officials of the 
Government, in obedience’to telegraphic 
summons, have left tor Kiéto,. the only 
ministera remaining being lwakura, Udatjin, 
Okumay. Minister of -Finapoo, and “Ogi, 
Minister of Justice.” There is thus evidently 
agcasiont for extraordinsty and vigorous 
ation; and it is natural that.mon should be 
induced tothink the worst. .
